Hier Imperial Majefty declares the 
King of Proffia’s imputation, that fhe 
wanted to engage the crown of England 
ina con{piracy again{t him, to be falfe 
and forged. Her Imperial Majefly ap- 
peals to the teftimony of the crown of 
togland itfelf, and will at no time 
feruple to print the whole negotiation 
then depending with the court of Lon- 
con. 

The court of Vienna did not refufe 
ful ling her engagements with the crown 
of England; becaufe it is notorious, 
that the Britith poficilions in America, 
and the quarrels ariiing On account there- 
of, could never occation on her part a 
refufal to comply with the engagements 
entered into. To overthrow in few words 
the imputations of Pruffia againit the 
courtof Vienna, charging them with 
feeking to find motives inthe differen- 
ces in America for lighting up a gene- 
ral war, the Briuth court itfelf wiil do 
jutice to truth on this head, and ac- 
knowledge the pains taken by the Em- 
prefs-Queen to ftifle the American dif- 
ferences in their birth. In general, the 
fum of all that the court of Pruflia ‘cat- 
ters throughout its manifeito relative to 
thofeof France and G. Britain is this, 
that the former hath not fuiliciently re- 
fiected on the nature of things, and its 
own intereft of ftate; and that the lat- 
ter hath not fathomed the defigns of the 
miniftry of Vienna, or wanted pene- 
tration on that head: expreflions that 
greatly aflect the honour of thofe two 
courts. 

As to the reft, the King of Pruffia 
might have pailed over the mention of 
gratitude; he who has forgot what he 
Owes tothe archducal houfe of Auttria, 
to whom he is indebted for the regal 
Cignity. He hath long mortally hated 
it; and verifies the prophecy of the 
King his father, who foretold to the 
magnanimous yyeferver of the life of 
the reigning Woe. what the auguft 
houfe of Auftria was to expect for this 
Reed turn and many others, 
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The King of Praffia muft not imagine 
that the courtof Vienna doth not know, 
with what animofity he hath, fince the 
peace of Dreiden, firred judicious 
powers againfther. ‘The hottile pro- 
jects which he cherifhed in his breatt, 
were to fecm the coniequences of that 
zeal with which he pretended to be fil- 
led for the fupport of the Proteftant re- 
ligion, which was difturbed or threat- 
ened by none: whereas the perfons of 
beit fenfe of that very religion are con- 
vinced, that if only the fupport of relie 
gion was in quettion, the King of Prufs 
fia would not facrifice one private fol- 
dier to the caufe. Neverthelefs, in 
thefe unhappy times, his Pruflian Mae 
jelty charges his minilter at Ratitbon, 
and his other emiilaries, to make an 
Offer of his affiftance to the Proteftant 
eftates, who it is pretended are opprefs 
fed ; {careciows are every where fet up; 
and by all thefe artifices he throws daft 
in the eyes of the public, in order to 
blind them, or divert their fight from 
what is acting in Saxony and Bohe- 
mia againit two of the principal flates 
of the empire ; where fo many thoufand 
Proteftants have been ftript, in the for- 
mer of thofe countries, of their liberty 
and properties; and where the flames 
of war are {preading from country to 
country. 

From a pretended greatnefs of foul, 
and with a pomp of words, it is given 
out, that the King of Pruflia is ready to 
facrifice his perfon and dominions, ra- 
ther than fuffer the liberties and prero- 
gatives of his dear co eftates to be de- 
itroyed, But may he not be reproache 
ed, that thefe precious liberties ave in 
much greater danger from him than 
from any perfon whatfoever? He cer- 
tainly has not the welfare of the empire 
fo much at heart, that with a view to it 
alone he fhould conclude, as he pre- 
tends, his well-known treaty with Eng- 
land and Hanover. He was induced 
to this by his policy and artful defigns : 
he wanted to gain favour in the eyes of 
France and G. Britain, and to keep the 
archducal houfe of Auftria continually 
in exercife. This is the true motive of 
that convention; juft as the hopes of 
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appropriating to himfelf a fair diftri& blood ftill runs in their veins; they wil]

The Saxon minikers have been jutt 
as active in theie underhand dealings as 
thofe of Vienna, and have cven out. 
done them. 

‘The inftruAions which the court of 
Saxony gave, in1750, to General d’Are 
nim, when he was going to Peier(bure 
as their miunifter pl ‘nipotentiary, con- 
tains one exprefs article, by which he 
is charged to cep up dextrouily the dif- 
truit and jealouiy of Rudia with regard 
* to Praffia, and to applaad every arrange- 
ment that might be taken againit the 
latter, N° 17. [659 ] 

No body executed thefe orders better 
than the Sieur de Funck, the Saxon mt 
nifter at Peterfburg, who was the life 
and foul of the whole party. 

This minifter never let an opportunity 
efcape him, of infinuating, that the 
King was forming defigns upon Cour- 
land, Polith Prutlia, and the city of 
Dantzick; that the courts of France, 
Pruflia, and Sweden, were hatching 

vat projects, in cafe of a vacancy of 
the throne of Poland; and numberle{s 
other fuifities of the fame kind; which 
his Majetty has fufficiently contradicted, 
by the conduét full of amity and mode- 
ration which he has conftantly obfer- 
ved towards the republic of Poland, 
and by the caution he has ufed never to 
intrude himfe!f into the domettic affairs 
of Poland and Courland, netwithitands 
ing the example other powers had fet 
him. 

It would be tireome to mention all 
the infinuations of this nature which oc- 
cur in the correfpondence of the Saxon 
minifters. It will be fufficient to pro- 
duce one remarkable e, containe 
ed in the Sicur Funck’s cifpatch of the 
6th of December 1753. N13. [659 J 

Count Brohl has always been very 
pancwal and aflicuous in furnifhing ma- 
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terials for fuch like infinuations to the 
Saxon miniiters. 

Thus, in the difpatches of the 6th 
and 13th of February 1754, N° 19. 
[6s9 }, he informs the mimiters of Pe- 
terfburg, of commercial arrangements, of 
the erection of mints, and of armaments, 
in Prufia; adding this refe@ion, ‘hat 
the ambition of the King of Pruflia, his 
views of agorandifement upon Polith 
Pruilia, and his project to ruin the com- 
merce of Dantzick, were wel] known. 

By the difpatch of the 28th of July 

754, he infinuates a defign of the 
King’s upon Courland, becaule the Ber- 
din Gazette had publithed the death of 
Biron, N° 20. {659.} ; and in that of the 
2d of Auguft, N° 21. [659.}, he would 
make it be believed, that France and Pruf- 
fia had been bufied a long time at the 
Ottoman Porte, in raifing up a war a- 
gainft Rufia; and that if they fucceed- 
ed therein, the King of Prufia would 
not fail to execute his defign upon Cour- 
land. 

In the difmatch of the 1ft of Decem- 
ber 1754, N° 22.[639.], Count Bruhl 
tran{mits to Rufiia the fictitious advice, 
that the Ning of Pruffia, to make his al- 
liance palatable to the court of Den- 
mark, had offered them his afiitance in 
acquiring the pofieflion of the duchy of 
Holitein, under pretence that the Great 
Duke of Ruflia had embraced the Greek 
religion, which was not tolerated in the 
empire. This is what his Majefty never 
entertained a thought of; and for the 
fallity of which, he may boldly appeal 
to the teitimony of the court of Copen- 

hagen, 

The Sieur Fonck wrote to Count 
Brubl, upon the goth of June 1755, that 
the Sieur Grofs, the Ruffian miniiter 
at Drefden, would do good {fervice to 
the common caute, if he would fend ad- 
Vice to his court, that the King of Pruf- 
fia had found a channel in Courland, 
by which he came at all the fecrets of 
the court of Kuda; and that they knew 
how to make a'good ufe of fuch an ade 
vice with the Emprefs. Ne 23. [660 ] 

Count Brubl anfwered, the 23d of 
Joly, that he had acquainted Count 
Grois with it, who would rot fail te a@ 
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ll. 
_ By the concurrence of fo many calum. 
nies and impoftures, they at length fue. 
ceeded in infnaring the Emprefs of Raf. 
fia’s equity and good faith, and in pres 
judicing her againft the King, to fuch 
a degree, that, by the refalt of the af. 
femblies of the fenate of Ruffia held on 
the 14th and 15th of May 1753, it was 
laid down for a fundamental maxim of 
the empire, to oppofe every further ag. 
grandifement of the King of Pruflia, and 
to crufli him by a fuperior force, as {oon 
as a favourable opportunity fhould oc. 
cur of reducing the houfe of Brand. 
enburg to its primitive flate of medio. 
Crity. 

This refolution was renewed in a 
great council held in the month of Oc. 
tober 1755; and was extended fo far, 
that it was refolved, to attack the King 
of Prufia, without any farther difcuffier, 
avbether that prince foould happen to atiat 
any of the allies of the court of Ruffa, ¢ 
one of the allies of that court foould begin 
with him. N* 25. [660.] 

In order to form an idea of the joy 
which Count Bruhl conceived upon this 
refolution of the court of Ruffia, and 
how well he was difpofed to bring hi 
own to concur in it, we fhall procuce 
the two following paflages. In the dit 
patch of the 11th of November 1755, 
he anfwers the Sieur Funck, that “ the 
deliberations of the grand council are 
fo much the more glorious to Rufiie, in 
that there can be nothing more bene- 
ficial to the common caule, than pre i 
vioufly to fettle the effeétual means 
deftroying the overgrown power a 
Profia, and the undoubted ambition o 
that court.” 

In his letter of the 23d of November, 
he explains himfelf as follows.“ Tht 
refult of the grand council of Ruflia has 
given us great fatisfaction.

Betides, the 
pretence which was fought for, fufficient~ 
ly fhews in what manner the offenfive 
was meant to be explained. 

In fine, the public may now be in- 
formed of the real view of this anfwer, 
from Count Kaunitz’s own words, as re- 
Jated in a very interefting difpatch from 
Count Flemming of the 28th of July. 
That difpatch, which is to be found ix 
extenfo amongtt the documents, N° 28. 
[661.], fets the fyftem of the court of 
Vienna in a full light. Count Flem- 
ming, after having given a detail of what 
Count Kaunitz had related to him a- 
bout the Sieur Klingrafe’s declaration, 
goes onthus. ‘That minifter told me 
further, ‘That having, immediately af- 
ter, fet out for Schonbrun, he had, in 
his way thither, turned it in his thoughts, 
what aniwer he fhould advife his fove- 
reign to return to M. de Klingrafe; 
and that having, as he thought, percci- 
ved, that the King of Prutiia had two 
objects in view, which they meant, here, 
equally to avoid, vz. To bring on con- 
ferences and explanations, which might 
immediately occafion a futpeniion of 
thofe meafures which it was thought ne- 
ceflary to continue with vigour; and, fe- 
condly, To bring things fill farther, 
and to other more eflential propofals and 
engagements; he had judged, that the 
aniwer ought to be of fuch a nature, as 
entircly to elude the King of Pruflia’s 
demand; and without leaving any more 
room for further explanations, fhould, at 
the fame time, be firm and civil, with- 
out 
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out being fufceptible either of a finifter 
ora favourable conftruciion: That, a- 
greeably to this idea, he thought it 
would iufiice, that the Emprefs fhould 
aniwer fimply, That, in the violent ge- 
neral crilis Kurope was in, both her cu- 
ty, and the dignity ot her crown, called 
upon her to take iuflicient meatures for 
her own fecurity, as well as for that of 
her friends and allies.” 

It plainly appears by this, that by dice 
tating the above-mentioned anfwer to 
his fovercign, Count Keunitz propofed 
to fhut the door aga:nit all means of ex- 
plaining and conciliating matters, and at 
the fame time to purfue the preparations 
of his dangerous defigns, in the expecia- 
tion, that the King would be fo far pro- 
voked, as to take iome ftep which might 
ferve to make him pafs for the aggredior. 

Majefty, without fuffering him- 
felf to be diicouraged by the bad fuc- 
ceils of his firit itep, and being unwilling 
to omit any thing that might preferve 
peace, ordered his initances to be re- 
peated twice more at the court of Vien- 
na, in order to get an afiurance only, 
that he fhould not be attacked. Bur, 
upon the fecond propofal, they eluded 
the demand; contenting themfelves with 
a denial of the exiltence of the concert 
againt his Majetty, which, however, 
has jult now been proved ; and upon the 
third requitition, they flatly refuied any 
furiher explanation.

No ftronger proof of this 
can be given, than by repeating here 
what has been related above, That this 
minilter did not feruple to make himfelf 
acceflory in propagating the calumny, 
that the King wanted to ftir up a rebel. 
lion in Ukraine. 

The following paffage will throw a 
yet ftronger light upon the fyitem which 
Count Bruhl has propofed to follow in 
this prefent war. Count Flemming hi. 
ving difcuffed, in one of his difpatches, 
whether it was more for the interet of 
Saxony, that Silefia fhould remain 
the King’s hands, or return to the court

But we fhall not, however 
run thofe rifks with them, which a 
experience has taught us to fear from 
Pruilia, and its great power, as well with 
regard to Saxony, as to Poland. 4 
ther do I defpair, but we may be able toe 
vail ourfesves of favourable events 
avidl perbaps occur hereafter; and wut 
to which we are not wanting 
naging principally the friendjbip of R 
Count Bruhl loft no ume 
his fyftem of a neutrality, agrecabl} 
fuch principles. Hie 
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He wrote to Count Flemming, on the 
of July, and confequently two months 
before the King’s army began to march, 
“Phat he fhould propofe to the court 
of Vienna, to take meafures againft the 
pailage of the Prufftan army through 
Saxony, by afflembling an army. in the 


circles of Bohemia, which border upon 


that electorate; and te order Marfbal 
Browm to concert fecretly with Marjbal 
Count Rutowski.” N° 29. [662.] 

To this Count Flemming an{wered, 
the 7th of July, That Count Kaunitz 
had aflured him, that the generals who 
were to command, would be forthwith 
named; and that afterwards one would 
lixewife be appointed who fhould con. 
cert with Count Rutowfki: That that 
minitter had added, that the court of 
Saxony fhould not thew any trouble or 
uneafinefs; but rather keep a good 
countenance, dy preparing privately a- 
gaint every event; as he beard, with 
pleafure, that the King of Poland had al- 
ready thought of it, by the orders he had 
given, in confequence thereof, to the faid 
Count Rutow/ki. 

One may judge of this concert, by 
the counfel which Count Flemming 
gives Count Bruhl in his difpatch of the 
i4th of July, ‘* To grant the paflage to 
the Pruffian troops, and afterwards to take 
fuch meafures as fhould be moft proper.” 

By a letter from Count Flemming of 
the 18th of Auguft, the Emprefs-Queen 
explained herfelf to that minifter in the 
following terms, ‘* That the required 
nothing, forthe prefent, from the King 
of Poland, as fhe was very fenfible of 
his ticklith fituation ; that, however, 
the hoped he would, inthe mean while, 
put himtelf in a good polture, in order 
to be prepared at all events; and that 
in cafe any breach thould heppen be- 
tween her Majeity and the King of 
Pruiha, the would, in time, not be a- 
verie to concur, in caie of need, in the 
neceflary meatures for their mutual fe- 
cunty.”” 

From a curfory review of all the tacts 
which have been alledged above, it wil 
be eafy to form a inft notion of the con- 
cuct of the court of Saxony towards the

court. 


The,coust of Drefden has had a fharé 
in all the dangerous defigns which have 
been formed againit the King: their 
minifters have been the authors and 
chief promoters of them: and though 
they have not formaily acceded to the 
treaty of Peteriburg, they have how- 
ever agreed with their allies to fufpend 
their concurrence therein, till {uch time 
only as the King’s forces thould be 
weakened and divided, and they might 
pull off the mafk without danger. 

The King of Poland has adopted as 
aprinciple, ‘That any war between the 
King and one of his Polith Majefty’s al- 
lies, furnifhed him with a atle to make 
conquefts upon his Majelty; and itis 
in contequence of this principle, that he 
thought he could, in time of peace, 
make a partition of the dominions of 
his neighbour. 

The Saxon minilters have founded 
the alarm againit the King all over 
Europe; and they have {pared neither 
calumnies, nor falfehoods, nor finifler 
infinuations, in order to increafe the 
number of his enemies. 

Count Bruhl has eagerly entered in- 
to the late plot of the court of Vienna, 
by the injurious report he undertook to 
propagate; and it has been made ap- 
pear, that there is already a fecret con- 
cert exifting between the courts of Vien- 
na and Saxony, in confequence of which, 
the Jatter did intend to let the Kiné’s 
ariny pafs, in order to act afterwards 
according to events, either in joining 
his enemies, or in making a diverfioa 
in his dominions unprovided with troops. 

Such ts the jituation the King was in 
with the court of Saxony, when he re- 
folved to march into Bohemia, in or- 
der to avert the danger which was pre- 
pared for him. His Majeity could noe 
therefore abandon himle!lf to the dif- 
cretion of a court whofe ill-will he was 
thoroughly acquained with ; but found 
himfelt forced to take fuch meafures, as 
prudence and the fecurity of his own 
do:ninions required; and which the 
conduct of the court of Saxony towards 
him has au borised him to purtue.

His upper fervant was an O/d oman, 
who had great perquifites under him, 
and is fuppofed to have fquandered her 
malter’s as well as her own fubftance. 
She wav ever fond of good houfekeep- 
ing, and entertained the fervants of 
Rrangers with great hofpitality. This 
circumitance got her a good word a- 
mong the lovers of good cheer. But 
fhe was a filly woman; and of fo med- 
Gling a temper, that fhe would neither do 
her own bufine/ss, nor let the other fer- 
vants do theirs as they fhould do, fo that 
the houle was never in thorough good 
order. Yet fuch was old St Georae’s 
attachment to her, that he would do 
nothing withoat her advice, and he gave 
her the care of his money, bills, €5%c. 

You may believe fhe was 
totally unfit for fo weighty a truft; and 
not long ince fhe paid a very confider- 
able bill drawn upon her matter by a 
factory in Germany, though the adtually 
had then no effects of theirs in her 
hands.

He has a very ftrong averfion to 
matrimony; and was never eafy but 
when regulating the family-affairs with 
the Old Woman in the pantry; by which 
means he enjoyed very great vails, and 
he got many a tid-bit for his kindred 
and followers. 

Harry was at firft a cabin boy on board 
a man of war, but he foon left that lite, 
and went to fervice. He lived under fe. 
veral mafters, but could never produce a 
certificate of his good behaviour. Mott 
of the footmen gave him the character 
of a dirty, miferly, little fellow. How- 
ever, he was a cunning dog, and wrig- 
gled himfelf into favour with the Odd 
Homan ; who gave him the care of the 
tallies [xvi. 156.], on which the milk-

kept. 

George was bred a failor ; and on his re- 
turn home from a long voyage, through 
Pdilip’s influence, Mr St Georce gave 
him a waterman’s badge [xiii.

torney to fome of his clerks, to come o- 
ver and commence a againft him, 
and take out an execution againft all his 
Thefe letters wera accompani- 
¢c with fome dark innuendoes, that fome 
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night or other his houfe fhould be burnt 
to the ground. The old gentleman, up- 
on this, confulted his fon, (the moft e- 
minent lawyer in the Temple), who had 
before made good his father’s title in a 
vexatious {uit, and who now aflured him 
he would upon any other occation carry 
his caufe for him, though perhaps not 
with coils. The next ftep Mr Sr 
Grorce took, was to infure his houfe; 
and he fent to his country-feat for a wa- 
ter-engine, which he knew would play 
well in cafe of need. 

Iv¥idi exclaimed among the other do- 
meftics againft this prudent flep; and 
Harry, who ought to have minded the 
tallies of the milk-fcore, &c. had the 
affurance to give his opinion too a- 
gainft the engine.

According to letters from Stock- 
helm, fince the feparation of the fates 
there have been private meetings of fome 
of the principal nobility ; not to ftir up 
factious intrigues, and perpetuate thofe 
animofities which lately difturbed the 
fiate; but to afiwage, and if poflible 
to eradicate them. It is faid they be- 
gin to perceive, that they have been do- 
ing the bufinefs of another nation, ever 
unfaithful and ungrateful to her allies, 
which no fooner ow an opening at an- 
other court, than fhe eagerly embraced 
the ronger power, without in the leat 
confidering the intereft of the weaker. 
On the 14th of O@tober a treaty of 
peace and commerce between his Da- 
nish Majefty and the Ottoman Porte, 
which had been long negotiating, was 
concluded at Conftantinopie.— They 
write from Copenhagen, of Nov. 19. 
that they heard a negotiation was on the 
carpet, for concluding an alliance be- 
tween their fovereion and the King of 
Profia, in their royal capacities, and 
not as princes of the German empire.

‘The incon- 
veniencies that are infeparable from a 
lawful war, will never do it fo much 
damage, as the rapine of a minilter, 
who hath fucked its beft blood, and 
hath been the fole caufe of its fufferings. 
But what are thefe fufferings? Where 
are the extortions, the acts of violence, 
and the outrages?

Germany, Vol. xviii, 
November for Brelitz in Upper Silefia, 
in order to join the Emprefs-Queen’s 
troops. According to lateft accounts 
of the 1£4,c09 Auitrians on their way 
from the Low Countries, they were in 
full march for Donawert, and were to 
pals the Rhine at Spires, Worins, and 
Gernfheim. 

Very late advices bear, that a large 
body of Aullrian troops was advanced 
to the frontiers of Lufatia, in order to 
invade that province, and that all the 
Pruiiian forces there were in motion to 
oppoie them. Mention is alfo made of 
an enterprife of a body of Auftrians a. 
gainlt the Lower Silefia, to favour the 
defign againit Lufatia. It is faid that 
General Schwerin has quitted the com- 
mand of the Pruflian army in Silefia, 
and that it is now under the direétion of 
General Winterfeld. 

We hear from Leipfick, that the 
young pretender was in that town four 
or hve days, about the middle of No- 
vember, in his return from the Prutian 
army, going under the name of Coust 
Hamiltca. His attendants were only one 
gentleman and two Swifs fervants Itis 
faid that his pafs was figned by the go- 
vernor of Dreiden. 

New decrees and mandates of the 
inperor and his Aulic Council have 
been publifhed, fome direétly againtt the 
King of Pruilia, and fome ordering the 
executive methods which his Imperial 
Majefly reckons himfelf authorifed by 
the laws of the empire to make ule o! 
A commiion to execute thefe the 
peror gave to the Duke of Saxe-Goths 
as co-director of the circle of Lower 
Saxony, in the room of the King o! Po- 
land, Hector of Saxony, who cannot at 
in his prefent circumftances. but the 
Doke bas defired to be excufed from ac 
coping it, againit fo potent a prince 
the King of Pruffia. Befides which, 
favs bis Prufiian Majefty has given 
fons for his proceedings, which he thinks 
the Germanic body ought to ingui 
into, before one can proceed to tas.

But the minitter of Mentz, as 
of the diet, having refufed to 
cover it, the Brandenburg minifter cau-

i. :uctions from his court.

CC a treaty with the Emprefs-Queen, 
‘. which he engages to furnifh her with 
of his troops. 

On the 2d of November the French

About the beginning of November 
the Pope was for {ome time confined by 
a cold and the gout. He at leneth was fo 
bad, that his phy ficians began co be un- 
der jome appreheniions for his life; but 
according to Jateft accounts he was pret- 
ty well recovered. Qn the frft advice 
of his illnefs the Chevalier de St George 
and Cardinal York, who were in the 
country, hafted to town to vilit him, 

A fmart fhock of an earthquake was 
felt at Napies on the 22d of Novem- 
ber; which, however, did littl damage 
in that city. But it was much more 
violent at Manfredonia; in the port of 
which it opened a {mail gulf, into which 
a thip, valued at 20,009 ducats, was 
irrefiltibly hurried, and all the crew, ex- 
cept one man, perifhed. 

‘There had been another fmart fhock 
at Maura on the zoth of that month. 
The fea appeared at the fame time to 
be violently agitated, infomuch that fe- 
veral fhips which lay at anchor in their 
harbour broke their cables, and were io 
violently driven againft each other, that 
fome of them received great hurt. We 
have not heard of any further damage 
done by it. 

We are told, that the Emperor of 
Morocco has given orders that the 
Britifh receive no affiftance in his domi- 
nions. 

The religious difputes in France 
feem to be now near a crifis. On the 
16th of October the Pope emitted a new 
bull on that fubject, which was after- 
wards printed at Paris in Latin and 
French. In it his Holinefs thus ex- 
prefles himfelf. ** The authority of tha 
conititution Uxigenitus is fo great in the 
church of God, and it requires of all tie 
faithful fuch a fincere veneration, fub- 
miition, and obedience, that no perfoa 
can refit it without incurring the dan- 
ger of being eternally damned. The 
facraments ought therefore to be refufed 
to all who aét refractory co this bull ina 
public and notorious manner. As to 
the notoriety of thefe refractory perions, 
it is fefficient that they be authentically 
declared fuch by a competent judge, or 
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Ord 
that they declare themfelves fuch when 
the viaticum is brought to them, or, in 
fne, that their oppofition be fo well 
known, that itis become a public fcan- 


dal. But when the crime is tounded 
only on conjectures, prefumptions, and 


uncertain reports, which are often whol- 
ly owing to the malignity or different 
prejucices of men, inguiry is to be made, 
whether the perfon who afks the viati- 
cum was always admitted to the com- 
munion when he prefented himfelf, e- 
{pecially at Mafter; and if he never was 
rejected, it is a proof that there was no- 
thing to accufe him of, or at leafl that 
he was nota public finner. But if any 
coubts remain concerning the fick pers 
fon, and the fufpicion be weighty, the 
curate ought, in fuch cafe, without en- 
tering into any difpate, to fet before 
him, with great mildnefs, and in private, 
what are the grounds for fufpecting his 
fentiments, and exhort him to remove 
them, efpecially in that moment when 
the decihon of his eternal ialvation is 
depending ; adding, that, to avoid all 
teandal, he will adminitter the viaticum 
to him, if he defire it; but that, inftead 
of obtaining mercy at the tribunal of 
Cirtit, he will render himfelf guilty of 
a horrible crime, and eat and drink 
sudement to himie!f.”

At the clofe his Majefty added 
the following laconic addrefs. ‘* You 
have heard, Gentlemen, my commands, 
ool | know how to make them be 
veyed, and fhall punifh the infolence 
o: thofe that difpate them.”

no order or refolution of parliament ; 
but 160 members agreed to refign their 
places, of which they figned a deed, 
which they carried to the firit prefident, 
and afterwards to the Chancellor, who 
in vain endeavoured to make thei alter 
their refolution, before it fiould make 
a greater noife. ‘The deed is as follows. 

** We the underwritten prefidents and 
counfcllors in the parliament declare, 
that being degraded and deprived of our 
molt eflential functions, by the difpofi- 
tions which have juit been read to us at 
the bed of juitice; ftill more concerned 
at the total impofibility to which we are 
reduced, of being hereafter of any ufe 
for the King’s fervice; and the good of 
his kingdom ; overwhelmed with grief 
at a difgrace which we can no otherwife 
have incurred but by labouring to fecure 
the authority of the faid Lord the King 
and the repole of the church and flate ; 
a difgrace which complctes the project 
formed to leave us no means to fulfil 
hereafter the dutics which are the prin- 
crpal obje&t of our oath; reduced to figh 
and groan atthe fucceis of the artifices 
employed to impofe upon the faid Lord 
the King, and at the effectual annihila- 
tion of his parliament, by the difpofi- 
tions publifhed at the faid bed of juitice ; 
there remains nothing more for us to 
do, but to befecch the faid Lord the 
King, torefume the titles of offices, the 
functions of which are already taken 
from us, that we may retire as private 
perfons, in order to lament, with our fa- 
milies and fedow-citizens, the calamities 
which we have not been able to prevent. 
In confequence we deliver up, by thefe 
prefents, into the hands of the faid Lord 
the ing, our ftations and offices of pre- 
fidents and counfellors in his parliament; 
and have figned the fame at the palace, 
Monday, December 13. 1756.” 

All Paris is in an uproar at thefe mea- 
fures taken by the King. From thence 
they write of Dec. 20. that fifteen mem- 
bers of the great chamber have alfo Jaid 
down their feveral charges, among 
whom are the two countcllors of honour, 
Meff. de Semenville and de la Michou- 
diere; an action which has rendered 
thefe gentlemen fo popular, that their 
baniihment 
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banifhment was hourly expected. All 
fervice has ceafed in the parliament; pu- 
blic bufinefs is fufpended ; and the ad- 
vocates and attorneys hase fhut up their 
chambers and offices. 

According to advices from Breft, 
from the 14th to the 18th of November 
three hips of the line and as many fri- 
gates fucceflively failed from thence ;

the field next {pring, which, as they 
obferve, will be a {mall enough 
ber, if the report be true which they 
had fome days before from Jamaica, 
namely, that the French had fent ix 
men of war and thirteen tranf{ports up 
the river Miflifippi. Other Letters fay, 
that the French army was within three 
days march of Lord Loudon; and that 
as they were fuperior to the Britith troops, 
it was feared they might not let bis 
Lordihip go quietly into quarters.

Cherokee indians having arrived there 
the 8th of Ogober, they had 
audience of the Governor in counts 
and afterwards two conferences wit 
Exceliency, in which they gave - 
rances of thea javivlable 
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Dec. 1756. 
brothers the Britifh, and that they would 
take up the hatchet againft the French, 
and all othtr his Britannic Majefty’s 
enemies ; an@ having received their pre- 
‘ents on the ¥6th, they fet out next day 
very well fatisfied on their return home. 
\can while later accounts from Virginia 
jay, that the, Cherokees have deferted 
che Britith WBtereft, and feized the fort 
which they fome time ago gave leave to 
ould on their territory ; and that Major 
iewis and his men who were in the 
fort, have been forced to make the bett 
of their way back to Virginia. 
Vhe following is an extraét of a letter 
Charleffown in South Carolina, 
cited Oct. 2.“ The beginning of latt 
ronth eight of the Englith fetiers upon 
© cxchy in Georgia, having (as we are 
!) fome of their Korfes ftolen out of 
r plantations by a few ftraggling 
Creek Indians, armed themfelves, and 
very imprudently purfued the Indians to 
recover their beafts; but the Indians 
firing upon them, their fire was return- 
ed, two killed, one wounded, and the 
ret went off with the death-whoop. 
The Ogeachy men returned to their ha- 
tations ; and after packing up what 
cy could, deferted them, apprehend- 
i. terrible confequences from their rafh- 
This accident occafioned the 
nding of many expreffes to this go- 
vernment for near a fortnight together, 
ile the out-inhabitants of Georgia 
quitted their fettlements for places of 
r.ore fecurity, and reforted to and about 
vguita, and there fortified themfelves. 
ln the mean time, warrants were iflued for 
“pprehending the Ogeachy men; fix of 
tiem were taken up in Georgia, and one 
in this province, and fent thither. Gover- 
nor Reynolds ordered a troop of feventy 
‘angers to be raifed, and our Governor 
‘ont a reinforcement from the independ- 
cntcompanies to Auguita, for the fecu- 
rity of that place, in cafe the Creeks 
could not be fatisfied, and matters fhould 
come toextremities. But laft week, the 
Cieck nation fent addrefles to this go- 
vernment and to Georgia, condemning 
the behaviour of their young men, exprefi- 
ing great concern at fuch an accident 
happeniog, (in the manner it was rela- 
Vou. XVII. 
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ted to them by one of their own people), 
and hoping it would produce no ill cons 
fequences towards them from the Eng- 
lifh, with whom they defired to live in 
perfect peace and friendfhip; at the 
fame time exprefling great forrow that 
they could not come to Charleftown to 
fhake hands (7. e. renew their treaties of 
friendfhip) with his Excellency Governor 
Lyttelton, without expofing them/elves 
to fuch dangerous fickneifes as had here- 
tofore attended them on that long joure 
ney, and lofing many of their men on 
the road; and therefore defiring he 
would meet them at Auguita in the 
fpring. So that now the out-inhabi- 
tants of Georgia are returned to their 
fettlements, and every thing there is 
quiet again: and Mr Pepper, the agent 
from this government to the Creek na- 
tion, having fet out for their country 
the 23d w/t. it is hoped the talks he care 
ries to, and will have with them, will 
not only remove all jealoufies, and fet~ 
tle all difputes, but alfo produce fome- 
thing for the intereft of all North Ame- 
rica. We have alfo had fome little 
alarms from the Cherokee country; but 
they chiefly arofe from miiapprehen- 
fions. And a great number of the peo- 
ple of that nation are fo forward upon 
their journey hither, that they will be 
in town within a few days; and if the 
little carpenter fhould not arrive with 
them, he will foon follow, having ftaid 
behind only to conduct our people fafe 
over the hills, that are gone to build the 
fort.” 

Laft accounts from Georgia and an 
agent gone from thence to the Crecks 
are, that all remained quiet among them, 
and therefore favourable. 

There is advice, that in a hurricane 
which happened at Martinico in the 
month of October, the French loit near 
100 fail of fhips, and about 1400 fai- 
lors, Among the veilels were two pri- 
vateers of about 300 men each, 


ENGLAND. 
A fpurious paper, bearing the fame 
title with the King’s fpeech, was hawk- 
ed about the ftreets of London the day 


on which the parliament met. On com- 
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plaint of this to the houfe of Lords, and 
oath made, that James How and George 
King were concerned in printing aod 
publithing it, their Lordfhips, Dec. 4. 
refolved, that the faid paper was an au. 
dacious forgery; a falie, fcandalous lie 
bel; a high contempt of his Majetty, 
his crown and dignity; a notorious vio- 
lation of the privilege of parliament; 
and tendiag to poifon the minds of his 
Majetty’s good fubjects, and to create 
and foment jealoufies and animofities a- 
mong the people at this time of common 
danger: and ordered it to be burnt by 
the common hangman, in the New Pa- 
lace yard, Wettminfter, on the gth, and 
before the Royal Exchange on the roth; 
and that How and King thould be taken 
into the cuftody of the gentleman uther 
of the black rod. ‘The fpurious tpeech 
was burnt accordingly; and King was 
ordered to be imprifoned fix months in 
Newgate, and to pay a fine of sol. 
How abfconded. 

By the refolutions of the Commons, 
there are to be employed, for the year 
1757, 55,000 feamen, including 11,419 
marines, and 49,749 men, land-forces, 
including goo8 invalids; and the land- 
tax is to be 4s. in the pound.

Moftyn, in the Magnanime, ar- 
rived at Portfmouth, and on the 2it, 
Adm. Knowles, with the Effex and Or- 
ford, arrived at Plymouth, all from the 
bay of Bifcay. 

In the end of November arrived at 
Plymouth, the Albany, Richards, from 
New York, with troops on board {ent 
home by Lord Loudon for Chelfea ho- 
fpital. 

J Vice-Adm. Bofcawen, from the board 

of admiralty, acquainted the Commons, 
Dec. 3. that the King and the faid 
board, having been diffatisfied with the 
condu&t of Adm.

We charge nothing, dire€tly or indi- 
rectly, upon the King, or his miniftry, 
Cat has caufed us lofs, or given fuccefs 
to the common enemy in the prefent 
yar: and are fully perfuaded, that who- 
ever is found guilty will be duly punifh- 
ej, and all national grievances, in pro- 
per time, (if poflible), be legally redreff- 
cj, without the clamouring of any of 
conftituents for juftice, or their put- 
ung you upon fomething officious. 

The luxury that corrupts our gentry, 
ond our traders, who vie with them, and 
4. general negleét of the precepts and du- 
tics of our holy religion, we aflign as the 
chicfeit caufe why the Divine Provi- 
cence has fuffered our wifdom to be 
turned into folly, and our fuperior 
ftrength to be baffled: and though we 
belicve the war to be juft, and are ready 
chearfully to contribute to the proper 
and neceflary means to continue it; yet 
we have no fufficient ground to look 
for the divine afliftance, till there be a 
change of morals, and virtue and in- 
cullry be once again reftored amongtt us. 

We have nothing to fear from a King 
that is a father to his fubjedts: under 
juch a head, the reafon for frequent e- 
lections ceafes: and the licentious and 
cilorderly fpirit (the abufe of freedom) 
which, for avoiding a greater evil, 1s 
countenanced on fuch occafions, mutt, 
and may fafely, have time to cool, o- 
therwife it may become intolerable.

P.S. By a royal proclamation, of 
date Jan. 4. bounties, rewards, and a 
pardon, are offered to {uch of the per- 
fons after {pecified as fhall, refpetively, 
perform the conditions thereby required, 
on or before the roth of february next, 
viz. bounties are oflered to voluntiers 
who fhall enter themfelves to ferve on 
board the royal navy; wiz. 3 1. to every 
able feaman, and 30 s. to every ordinary 
feaman, not above fifty nor under twen- 
ty years of age, and 30s. toevery able 
bodied land.man, not above thirty-five 
nor under twenty years of age; the boun- 
ties to be paid immediately after the 
third mufter; but perfons leaving the 
fhips to which they belong, and enter- 
ing themfelves on board others, in order 
to obtain the bounty, fhall not only lofe 
the wages due to them in the fhips they 
fhall leave, but fhall alfo be feverely 
punifhed ;—rewards are offered to per- 
fons who fhall difcover feamen who fe- 
crete themfelves, wiz. 21. every able, 
and 20s. every ordinary feaman, who 
fhall, in confequence of fuch difcovery, 
be taken up by any of the fea-officers 
employed for raifing men ;—and a par- 
don is offered to all feamen-deterters, 
who now bclong to, or who fhall, with- 
in the time above mentioned, repair on 
board any of the King’s thips, (the for- 
mer being permitted to continue in the 
fhips in which they now are), and fuch 
4X2 dcferters 
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ceferters fhall receive the wages that 
were due to them in the fhips from 
whence they deferted; but it is declared, 
that fuch deferrers, who fhall not, on or 
before the faid 1eth day of February 
next, render themlelves on board fome 
of the King’s fhips, and all who fhall 
hereafter abfent themfcelves from the 
fhips to which they belong, without 
leave from the commanding officer, fhall 
be tried by a court-martial; and being 
found geuilty of deferting at this time, 
when their country fo much wants their 
fervice, they fhall be deemed unfit ob- 
jects of the royal mercy, and fhall fuffer 
death.—And all juttices of the peace 
and magiitrates are required to caufe all 


ing feamen fit for the fervice, to 


itrag¢' 
be taken up by the conitables or other 
inferior civil ofkcers, and conducted by 
them, or other proper perfons, to the 
clerk of the check in any of the King’s 
yards, or to any naval officer employed 
in railing men; the perfons fo conduct- 
ing fuch feamen to receive a reward of 
21. every able, and 20s. every ordinary 
deaman, received from them, and Gd, 
every mile not exceeding twenty, which 
they fhall travel with fuch feamen.—— 
Such bounties and rewards have been 
difcontinued fince April 30. [194.] 


SCOTLAND. 


Papers, containing obfervations con- 
cerning the execution of the recruiting- 
ati, now revived [561.], are printed, 
and circulated, done probably by fome 
of our jheritr depures. As mofi of thefe 
gendemen refide ufually at Edinburgh 
in fefhon-time, they have then an op- 
portunity of confulting with each other 
on matters of general concern. The de- 
jign of thefe papers is, to fettle an uni- 
form method of procedure for the com- 
misioners appointed to execute the a& 
in the feveral counties, fo as the neceffa-

tv levics may be completed chearfulls 
and expeditiouily, by fome known and 
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turances have been given, by authority 

from above, that the number expeéed, 
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ting the prefent levies, which confit of 
fifteen new battalions, is only 1600 men; 
and an exact calculation has been made 
by his Majefty’s fervants at Edinburgh, 
for fettling the proportion of that num- 
ber that will fail to be raifed in each 
county. It is computed, that four men 
from among every 3000 fouls, will a- 
mount to the number wanted. This 
number js certainly very inconfiderable: 
and yet the raifing them may be produce 
tive of great confufion if no preventive 
means be ufed. ‘* Of all things,” as 
is juftly faid in one of thefe papers, 
“men diflike to be forced to inlift; efpe- 
cially where they are not much ufed to 
arms. An alarm is taken, which gives 
occafion to the greateft confufion. The 
work-people, particularly thofe engaged 
in agriculture, defert their habitations 
and their work, and fy to hills and hi- 
ding-places. ‘This is an evident lois t 
the country. ‘The evil is rendered the 
greater, that when perhaps only at the 
rate of one man in a parith is wanted to 
make up the complement; yet this not 
being known, the whole work-people 
think they are to be prefied; they are ia 
terror, and fly: whereas were it known, 
that only one was wanted, they would 
tay peaceably at home, and either agree 
among themfelves, or take a lot who 
fhould go to ferve the public exigence. 

What is faid in explanation of the act, 
or by way of diretion for the execution 
of it, is to the following purpote. 

1. That a general meeting of all the 
commifioners of every county be firl 
held at the county-town, in which a ge 
nera! plan dhall be fettled, to be follow 
ed over the whole county. 

z. That at this firh general meeting, 
the fhare to be laid on each fubdivition 
or parith, of the whole number to be 
raifed in the county, be fettled: That 
in doing this, regard be had, either (0 
the valuation cf the different parithes 
as ftated in the cefs-books, or rather 
to the number of inhabitants, which 
mav be learned from the minifterss 
whofe zeal in a matter of fo public com 
cern will no doubt make them ready rd 
cive every ufeful information 
power: and, That another general oe 
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ing be called foon after, to whom the 
commifioners of the feveral fubdivitions 
jall report their proceedings. 

3, That the commiffioners in the fe- 
veral fubdivifions fix a day, the fame, 
or as near the fame as poflible, over the 
whole county, for all perfons fummoned 
to appear before them, to be judged of. 
Dy this regulation the whole number 
wanted for the county will probubly be 
ruled in one day, quiet will be reored, 
«. no perfon who would with to cicape, 
wll ind fafety in removing to another 


i. ocivifion, will be upon the watch, rea- 
cy to carry him before the commitiion- 
4. That the commiflioners, in their 
piecepts to the conitables, defcribe the 
pertans they think fall within the fta- 
cote. On this head it is obferved, J hat 
tie commifGioners have large difcretion- 
ary powers: That they are not confined 
tv unprefs vagrants only; though thefe 
thould be firft laid hold of; and in exe- 
cuting this with diligence, an opportuni- 
ty is afforded, which will not often oc- 
cur, of ridding the country of a fet of 
people, which are a nuifance init, and a 
cucrace to the fociety where they are 
to.crated: That if a fufficient number of 
\.crants cannot be apprehended, perfons 
ditterent character are to be imprefl- 
¢.; for the only perfons excepted in the 
cot, are thofe qualified to vote for a 
:nember of parliament, and people work- 
iv in harvef time; and the words in 
act, which declare, that perfons 
the commiffioners fhali judge to 
- juch as are by the ftatute intended to 
be entertained as foldiers, and fhall de- 
liver over to the military officer, are from 
that inttant to be deemed inlifted fol- 
Cers, and fubjeét to the difcipline of war 
(tts, 16.], plainly import fuch a 
cctionary power: That there are in al- 
moitevery county many turbulent peo- 
pe, who love idlenefs and wandering; 
that next to vagrants, they fhou!d be im- 
prefled; as ftri€t difcipline may make 
them good foldiers, and ufeful members 
of jociety: That after thefe another clafs 
is pointed out as the objects of this law, 
viz. perfons who, though perhaps of a 
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harmlefs life, yet have not a fufficient 
maintenance for themfelves and fami- 
lies: and that to inliti fuch men, is to 
give them bread; it is ferving the pu- 
blic in obedience to the law, and at the 
fame time doing the men a good office, 
though they may be too ignorant or 
weak to be fenfole of it when ap- 
prehended. 

5. That intimation be made from the 
reader's defk upon a Sunday, mention- 
ing the number prefently wanted out of 
every tubdivition or parith; requiring all 
tenants and others to be aiding to the 
conttables, and to prefent at the meeting 
of the commiiiioners the whole perfons 
employed by them who fall within the 
act; and deferibing fuch perfons; that 
when they appear, they be judged off 
and taken by lot, or otherwile, as the 
commuilioners thall think proper; with 
certincation, that all perfons who leave 
their work or delert their habitations, 
fhall be held to be vagrants, and to have 
judged themfelves perfons proper to be 
imprefled; and fhall, when apprehend- 
ed, be without further trial imprefled 
accordingly. On this head it is fuggett- 
ed, that many parifhes may poflibly re- 
licve themiclves, by apprehending per- 
fons who fhall have deferted their habi- 
tations, fuch perfons coming within the 
act by their flight. 

The act 33. 1695, for the lewies, is re- 
commended to the perufal of the com- 
miilioners, as it defcribes the method 
uied in prefling at that time, and fhews, 
that the praciice of impreiiing is not un- 
known in our law or conilitation. 
By that act, all idle, loofe, or vagabond 
perfons, who had not wives or children, 
were to be firlt inlifled; and in the next 
place, ali the young fencible men of the 
bounds, who had net wives or children, 
and who were not menial fervants to any 
heritor, were to meet at certain days and 
places, and there determine by lot, which 
of them thould go as foldiers: and they 
were not obliged to ferve longer than 
three years. Perfons inliited in por- 
fuance of the prefent act are not obliged 
to ferve longer than five years. [117.] 

About the end of December the com- 
migioners met in the feyccal 
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and fettled the number to be raifed in 
the feveral parifhes refpectively. By the 
refolutions of one of the county-meet- 
ings, which are to be read from the read- 
er’s defk, not only the jultices and com- 
mifgioners, but likewife the tenants and 
inhabitants living within every parifh, 
are required to meet, and concert what 
perfons can be belt fpared, and are mott 
iit to be inhiled, and to prefent fuch per- 
fon or perfons to the next county-meet- 
ing; with certincation, that if any pa- 
gif fhall not prefent the number requi- 
red, or thall not at feail give in a lit of 
all fuch perfons within the parith as they 
judge can be belt ipared, and are mott 
proper for the fervice, in that cafe the 
juttices will forthwith ilue their warrants 
to their conttables, fupported by a proper 
force, to imprefs four times the number 
{pecitied in the refolutions; and if they 
be not the perfons that can be belt {pa- 
red, or even if they be tenants them- 
Selves, the parith muit impute fuch hard- 
flip to their own neglect. And ever 
man inlitted by the commiflioners with- 
ut compulfion will be intided to a boun- 
ty of 20s. betides an allowance for the 
fupport of his family, if he has a family, 
at the difcretion of the commiffioners 
{115.].—By the refolutions of another 
county, one of the largeft in Scotland, in 
which the whole number to be raifed is 
s60, the fhares of the parifhes are, in 
fome but one man in two parithes, in 
moft of the parithes one or two men 
each, in feveral three or four, in one fix, 
and in one feven. ‘ihe two lait are high- 
land parithes, as are moit of thofe of 
three and four. 

Bounties are offered by fome theriff- 
deputes to voluntiers. ‘Vhe theritl-de- 
pute of the county of Galloway and 
promifes a guinea reward, over 
and above the government-bounty, to 
every able-bodied man who will prefent 
himielf to the fecond meeting of the 
cominifiioners, and inhit; and in cafe 
the complement of the county fhall not 
then be made up of voluntiers, he pro- 
mies three guineas to the conitable or 
ether oficer who thall bring before the 
commifioners the greateft number of 
mcn proper to be impicficd, and who 
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fhall be impreffed accordingly : and the 
theriff-depute of the county of Dumbar. 
ton promiles, in like circumftances, two 
guineas to every voluntier, and five gui- 
neas to the conitable or other officer who 
fhall procure the greateft number of men 
to be impreffed. 

Meafures are taken to alleviate, a; 
much as poflible, the miferies which the 
poor fuffer by the high price of corn, 
Before the middle of December, there. 
was a meeting of the Lord Prefident and 
others of the Lords of Seffion, with the 
Lord Provoft and magiltrates of Edin. 
burgh, in order to concert means for 
fupplying the city-market with meal at 
reafonable rates, and for providing meal 
to be fold out to neceflitous families 
fomewhat below the market-price. It 
was agreed to open a fubfcription for 
this purpofe; which was done according. 
ly. All the Lords of Seffion and Barons 
of Exchequer have fubtcribed generouf- 
ly; as have alfo the Advocates, the 
Writers to the Signet, &c.; a paper lies 
upon the council-table, to be fubferibed 
by fuch noblemen or gentlemen, and ine 
habitants, as incline; and a box is put 
up in the council-chamber, into which 
all charitable perfons may put what they 
pleafe. Meiji. Chalmers and company, 
Fairholms and Malcolm, and Coutts, 
Brothers, and company, confiderable 
corn-merchants in the city, approved 
and encouraged this fcheme from the 
beginning. ‘They not only offered the 
magiftrates all the meal they had alrea 
dy purchafed, at prime coft, and orcer 
ed what was ready-made to be brought 
immediately to Leith, but likewite pro- 
pofed to purchafe, without any gratif 
cation, at the loweft prices poflible, what 
further quantities of meal or grain fhould 
be wanted, at fuch time and in {uch 
manner as might be thought proper by 
the magiltrates and committee.

Mr Gilfon 
he muficemafter vifits the fchools from 
tne to time, and reports to the com- 
mittee the diligence of the mafters and 
he progre(s of the fcholars, ‘That the 
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benefit of thefe fchoo!s may be as exten- 
five as the nature of the thing will ad- 
mit, the poor are to be taught gratis. 
‘The aforementioned teachers get but 
half-fees for them, 7. ¢. per month; 
and this is to be paid out of a fund to be 
raifed from chavitable perfons. ‘Thofe 
who claim to be taught gratis, muft get 
a certificate from the elder or deacon of 
the bounds, that they are not able to pay 
the f{chool-fees; and a certificate from 
Mr Gilfon, that he has tried their ears 
and voices, and found them capable to 
be taught. ‘Thefe and other their pro- 
ceedings were laid before the general 
feflions of the city, Dec. 8. in a repres 
fentation from the committee ;_ in which 
they fet forth, likewife, that the learning 
of church-mufic has been much negle¢t- 
ed; that in confequence of this, many 
of thofe who attend upon public worthip, 
do not fing the prailes of God at all, 
and many who are well difpoted to per- 
form this duty, have not been taught to 
do itinthe moft proper manner; and 
that the committce having confidered of 
the molt effectual methods to revive 
this ufeful branch of education, had be- 
gun with caufing to be publifhed a new 
and correct edition of the belt of our 
church-tunes, moit of which were com- 
pofed, or ufed in public worfQip, in the 
days of our firftreformers. ‘The feilions 
unanimoufly pafled an a&t, approving 
of the defign, and recommending, par- 
ticularly, to heads of families, to fet a 
good example themfelves, and to en- 
courage their children and fervants to 
attend the fchools. Atthe defire of the 
feffions, this act was read from all the 
pulpits in the city on Sunday the 12th, 
with fuitable exhortations, by the mi- 
nitters.

Perth, procurator-fifcal of court. Ie 
charged Mr Stewart with having per- 
formed divine fervice, in his own houfe, 
on every Sunday from Chriftmas 1755 
ti!] October lait, or at lJeait on one or 
other ot thofe Sundays, when more than 
four perfons were aflembled, betides his 
own family; concluding, that the pe- 
nalzies of the aforementioned aét fhou!ld 
be inflicted. ir Stewart confeffed the 
faci; and thereupon he was fentenced 
to lie in prifon iix months, and to have 
his mectingehoule fhut up; and was 
forthwith committed to Perth prifon. 
His friends dread the confequences, as 
he is about feventy years of age. He 
was not accuted of having tranfprefied 
the law, fince he was admitted to bail. 
After difcufiing the minifter, four 
of his hearers were tried, hkewite at the 
inflance of the procurator-fifcal. They 
likewife confeilied the fa, and were fi- 
ned in 51. Sterling each: which they 
paid at the bar; and the fines were ad- 
judged, one half to the King, and the 
other to the procurator-fifcal. One of 
thefe, being a notary-public, was de- 
clared to have fortvited his offce, and 
to be incapable of bearing any office, 
civil or military, for twelve nionths.

the French in an amicable manner, and 
chat they are now ofing all their art, to 
make us be looked on, in cafe of a rup- 
ture, as the aggreflors inthe war. In 
fuch circumftances, it is furely our in- 
terelt to proceed with caution and mo- 
mh deration, and to avoid giving fuccefs 
to their artful condudt by any precipi. 
tate meaiureon our fide. I inall not fay, 
. that we have occaiion for any allies, in 

i cafe it fhould at lait come to an open 
war; becaufe, I] hope, we fhall beable 
to confine it to a maritime and Ameri- 
can war: but furely we ought to pre- 
vent, if poflible, our enemy’s having 
any alliesin the war; and confequent- 
ly we eught to avoid giving them any 
plaufible pretence to call! for the affitt- 
ance of thofe powers that are aQually 
engaged with them in a defeniive al- 
liance. And itis certain, that his Ma- 
jeftv is not only the beit, but the only 
judge, what meafures are moft proper 
for preventing its being in the power of 
France to perfuade any court in Europe 
: that we have been the aggrefiors in the 
war. Itis indeed an aftair which we 
cannot any way pretend to judge of, be- 
caufe we know nothing of the prefent 
tate of the nogotiation, or how the o- 
ther powers of Europe ftand affected with 
regard to the prefent difputes between 
‘ France and us in America: and even 
: {uppoiing we did, we ought not to allow 
the bringing in of fuch a bill as this ; 
BS becaule it would be, in my opinion, a 
parliamentary declaration of war ; which 

, is abfolutely inconfittent with ovr con- 
Pi fitution, and would be an incroach- 
ment upon one of the moit 
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with regard to privateers, they know, 
that the owners, and the feamen on 
board of fuch privateers, have by the 
fame act the fole right to all prizes that 
fhall be taken by fuch privateers afte 
they have received their commiffions ; 
and that as: foon as war is declared, the 
Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty 
are obliged to iffue commiffions to all 
{uch as thall apply for them in the pro. 
per and ufual manner. This fole right, 
they know, is already vetted in them by 
act of parliament ; and that without a- 
ny deduction, except the fees of the 
admiralty-court where the prize is con- 
demned, and thofe fees, in his Majetty’s 
plantations or dominions abroad, not 
to exceed 101]. fora prize under 109 
tuns burthen, or 15 1. for a prize of 100 
tuns, Or any greater burthea. Therc- 
fore no feaman can, from what is now 
propoted, have any greater temptation 
to enter into his Majeity’s fervice, than 
what he has from the law as it now 
ftlands: nor can our bringing in fuch2 
bill, or even our paffing it into a law, 
encourage any one feaman to enter vo- 
luntarily into his Majefty’s fervice, who 
is not already inclined to do fo as foon 
as he can find an opportunity. 
Perhaps it may be true, Sir, that the 
law which was pafled in 1739, may 
ftand in need of fome explanations and 
amendments; but no explanation or a- 
mendinent can give the feamen a bet- 
ter or a more extenfive right to ther 
fhare of the prizes, than they have by 
that law as it now ftands: and af mie- 
thods can be found for making the re- 
covery of that right more expeditious, 
or lefs expenfive, fhall we not have 
time enough to contrive proper methods 
for this purpofe after the declaration © 
war? For if we fhould be obliged at 
lait to come to that extremity, %% 
highly probable the cafe will happen 
betore the end of this feflion; and :

aps upon the prefled men, and fome- 
umes with irregularities in the prets- 
matters: but both the hard(hips and ir- 
regularities are, [ know, generally exe 
agverated ; for Lam fure, that the of- 
neers take as much ecare as poffible to 
prevent both. I indeed mott heartily 
wiih, that the prediing of men jult upon 
their return from a long voyage, or af- 
cr they are engaged in the merchant 
or privateer fervice, could by any means 
be nena, ; but as for thofe feamen 
that lark and loiter at home, and live, 
perhaps at a molt extravagant rate, up- 
on the credit allowed them by their 

indiords, when their ceuntry ftands 
in meed of their fervice, I mutt fay, 
that I think they deferve as much to be 
orefied into his Majeity’s feaefervice, as 
vagabonds deferve to be preiied into his 
Majeity’s land-fervice.

this country, the former becomes much 
ottener neceflary, and thote that are 
lable to be preffed into the tea fervice 
have generally a much better character, 
than thofe that are liable to be preiled 
intothe land-iervice ; becaufe we have 
not for many years been obliged to 
make any man liable to be prefled into 
the latter, but fach as bave tomething of 
the vagabond in their character. but 
1t an invation, or other fuch danger, 
fhould oblige us to ratie a numerous ar- 
my, we fhould be under a nevetlity to 
prefs men of a better chara@er into the

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be difpofed of for their benefit. As war is 
not declared, and as I have not heard 
it faid that they are taken by way of re- 
prifal, Ido not indeed know, whether 
I ought to call them prizes or no: but 
I hope we have fome view in taking 
them; and whatever that view may be, 
furely the more of them we do take, the 
more that view will be anfwered; and 
as it is equally certain, that the more 
fhips of war or cruifers we can fend to 
fea, the more fhips we fhall be able to 
take froin the French: therefore, for 
anfwering that view which our minifters 
propofe, and which of courfe muit be a 
wife one, as well as for preventing the 
oppreflive method of forcing men into 
his Majelty’s fervice, fuch a bill as is 
now moved for ought to be pafled into 
a law. 

Whatever view our minifters may 
have, Sir, and whether that view be a 
wife one or no; it is certain, that no 
preis for feamen was ever carried on in 
a more rigorous manner, nor did any 
prefs before, 1 believe, lait io long, as 
that which began with the beginning of 
this year, and has ever fince continued, 
I may fay, without any intermiffion. 
It has fpread through all parts of the 
Britifh dominions; and in moit parts, 
I believe, very uncommon methods 
have been taken for carrying it on. In 
one part of the united kingdom I know 
that a new and extraordinary method 
has been pra¢tifed. The military power 
has indeed often been employed to be 
affiting to the civil magiftrate; and as 
often as it does happen, I am always 
forry to hear it: but the military power 
Was never before employed to be aflift- 
ing to our prefs-gangs. Yet this'has 
been lately the caicin Scotland. Towns 
and villages have been invetted by our 
regular oops, with parties of foldiers 
patroiling in the ftreets, and centries 
with icrewed bayonets placed at every 
coor, to prevent an} perion’s going out, 
wihnlii the preis-gane entered and fearch- 
ed every hole and corner within. Even 
churches have been furrounded in the 
time of divine fervice, the people terri- 
bed anc interrupted in their devotion, 

anc hea ieee gs they came out from 
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Xvi, 
attending the public worthip eftablithea 
by the laws of their country. [xvii, 
154.266. xviii. 306. 59. ] 

This, Sir, wasthe more furprifing to 
the people of that country, as they itil! 
have fome regard for religion ; and were 
never, before the union, expofed to the 
misfortune of being preffed into the {ea- 
fervice. And I mutt fay, that they were 
far from deferving any fuch feverity: 
fora reward was offered by almott e- 
very city and fea-port in that part 
of the ifland, for encouraging feamen 
to enter into his Majefty’s fervice ; and 
I believe they did furnifh more than 
their quota, in proportion to their trade, 
or totheir number of people. Yet, ne- 
verthelefs, many honeft men were for- 
ced away from their families by this me- 
thod of prefling, and fome who were 
really no feamen: nor could they meet 
with any relief, though complaints were 
made and petitions prefented in their fa- 
vour. 

Whether the fame methods have been 
practifed in other parts of the kingdom, 
is what I do not know, Sir: but whe- 
ther they have or no, it is certain, that 
prefling, even in the moft gentle method, 
is every where attended with opprefiion, 
and is often the caufe of fatal accidents ; 
befides the great number of brave and 
able feamen that fall a facrifice to the 
diftempers brought upon them by theit 
being crouded and long confined in ten- 
ders, orother noifome dungeons. And 
though the method of prefiing has of 
late years been often practifed, even 10 
time of peace ; yet I think it has never 
been exprefsly authorifed by law. 
this country, and indeed in any free 
country, nothing can excufe it, bet 
the moft urgent neceflity ; which necet- 
fity we ought to prevent by every a 
thod that can be contrived, One ® 
the beft methods ever invented was by 
that law which was pafled in the ye 
1739: but little did the promoters 
that law imagine, little could they 1™* 
gine, that ever any orders woul be 
iffwed to the King’s ships to feize 
trading fhips of any nation — 

a declaration of war, and 
authorifing any of our cousts si 
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niralty to declare the fhips fo taken to 
be lawful prizes, without which no man 
concerned ia the capture could havea 
title to the whole, or to any part of the 
Hip orcargo. The proceeding in tach 
a manner Was a refinement in politics, 
which all former ages had leit to the 
dcep politicians of this age and nation, 
and a refinement which our honeit plain 
tars could no way comprehend.

tictr obftinacy, as itis a fign of our be- 
ing under a pufillanimous fort of timi- 
city, left we fhould be involved in a war 
with that nation; for whatever we may 
Co, itis certain, that all other nations 
b-leve there is fome truth in that old 
proverb, Audaces Fortuna suvat; Or as 
Our facetious Hudibras has it, 

bor Fortune does the flout javare, 

Dut lots the timidous mifcarry. 

And I with, that timidity, which in this 
Cafe has too much influenced our coun- 
cils, may not have a more fatal effect, if 
an actual war fhould from thence enfue. 

But why fhould I fay an actual war, 
Sirf Tt is already atime of attual war 
between France and us. The I’rench 
began it as foon as they began to ere¢t 
forts and plant garrifons on our territo- 
res in America. Thele were acts of 
Lolility; and we have at begua acts 
c° holtility on our fide, by feizing and 
Getatning their fhips. Whatever may be 
tought by thofewho have been uled to 
the pettyfogging practice in our courts of 
law, an act of hofftility has always been 
Ceemed, by the law of nature and na- 
lions, a real, though not a verbal decia- 
rauon of war. How then can the bill 
now propofed be called a parliamentary 
Ceclaration of war, when war has alrea- 
cy been declared on both fides, and may 
certainly be carried on by us, who were 
frit attacked, as long as his Majefly 
pleales, without any verbal and formal 
Ccclaration or denunciation of war? Na- 
twral: sure, {ays Grotius, aut vis 
aut al gua deliguit de- 
poiitur, mudla reguiritur denunciatio. 
the captors are notio be allowed to
